all reasonable men are obliged to accept it, or 
until it is decided that it was a mistake in the 
first place, and that no sufficient evidence can 
-be found. This is the attitude of this society 
then. So that, if towards the end I shall -tell 
you the opinion of certain members of this soci- 
ety, you will understand that they do not bind 
the opinion of anybody else at all, and that 
these men expect the world.to be convinced 


only when sufficient evidence has been brought | 


to bear down all unbelief and all opposition.

that there was truth in them, if only 
for. the sake of finding out that the 
human. race has not been crazy for ages. 


If there is only a grain of truth, no matter how

At the age of seven, young Mozart surprised a party of musicians, including his. 
father, by taking part, at sight, in a trio for stringed instruments. When but 12- 
years of age, he composed the music for the religious service, and for a trumpet con- 
cert at the dedication of the Orphan House Church, at Vienna, and conducted it in 
the presence of the imperial court.. At 18 years of age, he was appcinted director.
